Mr. Pullman Talks. 

George M. Pullman wasearly apprised of 

the fire and received reports of its progress 
every fifteen minutes. He said: 
The fire seems to be burning pretty hard. 
The repair shops are within 100 feet of the 
lumber, and the only danger is that the fire 
may be communicated to them. My last ad- 
vice was that a hard fight was. being made to 
from spreading. We 
have the best of fire protection there; 
hose and stand-pipes are everywhere 
and as there are plenty of men to handle 
them I do not think the fire will prove a bad 
one.“ 

Wat is the value of the lumber in the 
yards? 

Really I couldn't say " exactly, but even if 
the loss should be total the monetary value 
would not be great. It would be below $100,- 

Ot course if the fire reaches the repair 
shops things would be different. That would 
make the loss high. But I am relying on our 
fire protection to prevent all that: I am 
being kept advised of the progress of the fire 
and if it should take a disastrous turn I would 
know at once.“ 

Before the call for more engines Mr, Pull- 
man said: I have just heard that the fire 
is under control. The damage I think will 


not be largaas we keep our fine lumber under

Is A MODEL MANUFACTURING TOWN. 


The Location of Pullman and Facts About 
Ite Industries. , 

Pullman is sit 
Lake Calumet, fourteen miles from the cen- 
ter of Chicago. It has a population of 11,- 
702. It was started in 1880, when prepara- 
tions were made for the reception of a future 
large population. The idea was conceived by 
George M. Pullman of building here 


‘a great manufacturing town, principally for 


the construction of the Pullman palace cars. 
The town was built under the direct super- 


vision of expert architects and is the most ar- 


tistic in construction of any city in the world. 
Only seventy frame houses are in the whole 
place and all others are of brick and 
The Pullman palace car shops 
are the greatest in the world. 
and employ thousands of men. Besides these 
dimmense shops there area number of other 
large manufacturing plants and buildings. 
The immense lumber yards cover eighty acres 
of ground and over ,000 worth of 
lumber is kept constantly. in stock. The 


lamber is obtained from South Ameriea. 


Mexico, East Indies, and from every State in 
the Union. The yards are over half a-mile 
long and form one of the principal lines of 
business. They are bounded on the east by 
Lake Calumet and on the west are shops and 
the water-works. Pullman has no fire depart- 
ment of its own and its fire protection 
is under the supervision of the Chicago 
department. But the water-works has at all 
times a high pressure and is generally 
adequate to the demand. However, a number 
of companies are located near by, one at 
Grand Crossing, one at South Chicago, and 
several in and near Englewood. 


ARMED ITALIANS ENGAGE IN RIOT. 


Notified of Discharge They Organize for 
 Bleody Resistance. 

Prrrssurc, Pa., Sept. 11.—[ Special.! — 
Beadling, a mining station, fourteen miles 
distant on the Pittsburg, Chartierg and 
Youghiogheny railroad, was the scene during 
last night until daylight of the worst riot in 
this section since the Homestead affair. The 
firm of Beadling Bros. decided last week to 
get rid of the foreigners and to-employ native 
miners. Notices were posted Saturday to the 


effect that the Italians would be paid in full 


if they would give up their tools. The 
notice caused a sensation among the Italians. 
They conducted their operations secretly 
and by last night every man was armed. 
William Beadling hurriedly arranged to de- 
fend the company’s property. Summoning 
six men upon whom he could depend he put 
them in the store and furnished a Winchester 
rifle for each one. An hour later the Italians 
arrived and opened, fire. All the windows in 
the front of the store were broken. About 
100 shdts were exchanged and the mob scat- 
tered. 

At 4 o’clock ‘the eight men who were be- 
sieged made a charge out of the store, and the 
Italians, after firing several parting shots, 
were finally routed. One of the Beadling 
brothers proceeded immediately, to Mans- 
field, five , miles below, and swore 
out warrants for the arrest of thirty 
of the Italiaus for riot and disorderly assem- 
blage. A posse returned with him and three 
of the ringleaders were captured at their 
homes. After a chase of two or three miles 
twenty-six others were captured and marched 
back to the company’s store. These were 
heavily guarded and later, in irons, marched 
to Manstieid. During the siege there was in- 
tense fear among the women of the village. 


Another riot was in progress last evening 


in a different section. Five Hungarians, coal 
miners, were shot ina pitched battle among 
themselves at the CHff mines on the Mon- 
tour railroad. None of the men were se- 


riously injured,but further trouble is expected.

Thousands nd in Line 6 with 
Dust and rehed by the Sun, While 
Arrivals Are in Excess of Registration 
Clever Little Girl Outwits Boomers 
and Officiqls and Secures Her Certif- 
icateCases of Exhaustion, One Ending 
in Death, Occur—Bad Sanitation. 

Anxansas Crry, Kas., Sept. 11,—[Special.] 

—Never before has such a day been known in 

the West, nor have such scenes been wit- 

nessed as those attending the opening of the 
registration booths. At 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing the ad vob out from Washington ap- 


peared and were greeted with loud cheers, the 
men who had been in line 
since 3 o'clock Saturday feeling that 
they were be released from their 
sufferings and privations. A few minutes 
after 7 o'clock this. morning the first certifi- 
cate at booth was issued, and John Ander- 
son, born and rpised in the Cherokee country, 
crowded his way out of the dense throng. As 
he waved his papers aloft the men in the four 
columns: gree him with cheers, the sound 
passing along down the lines for nearly two 
miles each way 

Headed at the three government tents were 
four lines kept separated by cavalrymen who 
had their horses in the ‘crowded space. 
Lieut. Caldwell of the Third Cav- 
alry directed the movements and kept 
order. The rtentous grumbling of an 
hour before was changed to good natured 
chaffing, all |seeming to borrow their 
good humor from the officer and 
soldiers, who bore all inconveniences with 
true military equanimity. After a dozen or 
more had registered a feeling of chivalry 


came over those who had been waiting and 


the suggestion that the women be permitted 
to register first was adopted. 


Populist War Cry Shouted. 


There appeared from the lines and wagons 
about two dozen women, who began receiving 
their certificates, when a dirty, brawny man 
down the line started the cry of 
“Equal rights and special privileges 
to none.“ This populist war 
cry was taken up, passed from man to man 


‘until Lieut. Caldwell was forced toask the 


women to return to their original places. 
They did so, but not until a few of them had 
registered. About 10 o’clock a body of thirty 
women appeared and took their places at the 
end of one of the lines a mile dis- 
tant from the goal. Standing in six 
inches of .dust and being covered with the 
white, impalpable powder that at times be- 
came so thick as to obseure the teams within 
ten feet of them, they began chating those di- 
rectly in front of them. Half a dozen men in 
the line proposed to change places, saying 
they were willing to take their chances at 
the end. The women moved up and 
the men dropped back, Others, seeing 
what was done, dropped out and in rear of the 
women; thus they slowly made their way to 
the front, until at 11:30 they reached the 
booths, 
She Fooled Them All. 

About 12 o’clock a little girl about 14 
years old came through the jam of teams and 
horses near the booths, dismounted and tied 
her horse to the hedge. Going to a coffee 
stand she procured a tray and two cups of | 
coffee and started for the dense throng of 
men about the booths, now at least fifty 


deep. At the outer edge her piping voice | 


was heard saying, Please make way, gentle- 
men. I have lunch for the clerks.“ She 
slowly made her way between the strippers 
until she reached the magic circle marked by 
barb wire. The stolid soldiers on guard re- 


fused her entreaties, but when she said Col. 


Gallagher (chief clerk) wanted his lunch she 
was admitted ahead of the four lines held in 
check, 

Walking up to the first desk she put down 
her load and said: I am an orphan and 
I want 
to register. The men gathered about looked 
upon this proceeding with glowering faces 
until a great hulking fellow in the crowd 
cried out: Bully for the little gal.“ Then a 
hearty shout went up from the men whom 
she had so clearly outwitted and she received 
her certificate and proudly held it aloft as she 
passed out to her waiting horse. Her name is 
Cora Wiley from Sedgwick County, an orphan, 
whose widowed mother died about a year ago. 
She says she proposes to go to Willow Springs 
and start a restaurant and hotel. 

All day long the four lines of men, two ex- 
tending east and two extending west, stood on 
the south side of a narrow, dusty lane, mov- 
ing forward just fast enough to keep from 
resting. Past them moving wagons and horse- 
men threw clouds of fine sand and caused con- 
tinual prayers for rain. Men who were black 
with dirt yesterday were unrecognizable now. 

Water 10 Cents Per Cup. 

Water was too scarce and too precious to be 
wasted in washing. It was this afternoon 
worth 10 cents a cup. Acid lemonade, weak 
coffee, and pies were eagerly purchased from 
venders who passed down the lines. 

A woman fell over exhausted and was mere- 
ly dragged out of the line beside the wire 
fence, the only shelter from the sun. She was 
recognized and taken into town. 

About 1 o’clock a man resting on his roll of 
blankets did not stir when the line moved up. 
The men behind him called to him 
to get up, and the man \. next 
to him roughly shook him, when 
he fell over and was found to be dead. No 
one knew him. He was fully 60 years old. 
From the inside of his vest was taken a single 
letter and envelope, received at the Arkansas 
City postoffice only yesterday, bearing the 
name of E. Watson. The letter was from his 
wife dnd in it she spoke of the home they 
would soon have

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THEY BLOW UP A CAR. 


INDIANA TRAIN ROBBERS MAKE USE 
OF DYNAMITE. 


Twenty Men Rifle the Safe of the United 
States Express Company of $250,000, It 
Is Said, Splitting the Car Into Fragments 
Lake Shore Engineer J. Knapp Shot 
in the Shoulder=Passengers On the 
Fast Express Frightfally Scared- De- 
tectives Start on a Special Train. 
„Lake Shore passenger train, No. 14, was 
held up by twenty masked robbers at Kessler, 
Ind., the engineer shot, and safe of the 
United States Express Company blown open,” 
ran a dispatch that was received by the train- 
dispatcher at the Chicago office this morning 
at3o’clock. This came from some railroad 
men in the vicinity of Kessler, who heard of 
the robbery. Telegrams were immediately 
sent along the line to verify the report, and a 
little later full details came from Kendall- 
ville, Ind., saying that twenty armed and 
masked - men had run the train 
into an open switch and bad at- 
tacked and blown open the United 
States Express car with dynamite. The safe 
was next attacked and was treated in a simi- 
manner. It is not known how much the rob- 
bers got for their pains, but a man who 
seemed to know what he was talking about 
said the safe contained $250,000 ia gold be- 
ing shipped East by a Chicago bank. 


Off on a Robber Hunt. 

The United States Express company officials 
received their first news of the robbery from 
the Lake Shore officials. General Manager 
Wygant at once hurried to the depot, and 
after a hasty consultation with the railroad 
men was driven to the Central station, It was 
decided to take immediate steps 
the bold robbers, 
and by 5 o’clack a special train 
was being made up, Before it was ready a 
number of the express company’s best and 
oldest detectives, several Pinkerton men, and 
a squad of city Vidocgs were ready to proceed 
on the manhunt. Thirty minutes later the 
train pulled out from under the depot sheds, 
and with a clear track before it started for the 
scene of the boldest robbery of this age. 

Turned into an Open Switch. 

Train No. 14 is the fast express which 
leaves the Rock Island depot at 7:45 p. m., 
and is due at Kendallville, Ind., at 12:40 a. 
m. At Elkhart, Ind., the engineers change. 
Here Engineer J. Knapp took charge of the 
engine. The train pulled out on time and 
ran the twenty miles or so to Kesler in a 
short time. Just on this side of Kessler there 
is a switch for freight-trains.. This was open 


and the engineer saw in an instant that some- 


thing was wrong. He put on the breaks te 
save the train from destruction. The 
train hardly came tp a standstill when a 
horde of robbers armed to the teeth 
and masked {made a rush for the ex- 
press ‘car. They had come prepared 
for action. The engineer divined the 
motive, and, grasping his coal pick in his 
hands, made a desperate resistance. One of 
the robbers was struck down and fell off the 
engine without a groan. Another came over 
the tender, and, leveling his revolver, by the 
dim light shot the brave engineer in the chest, 
seriously wounding him. 

The fireman sawa chance to make his es- 
cape, and, jumping through the cab window, 
ran for his life. | 

Blow Open the Express Car. 

Meantime the sudden stopping aroused the 
train crew, and they ,peered out in the dark- 
ness to be met with 4 shower of. bullets. The 
robbers Worked quickly. While some were 
subduing the engineer and trainmen 
others produced dynamite and blew open 
the door of the express car where they ex- 
pected to secure the valuable booty. The 
doors were shattered. The awful blast 
shook the whole train, The express messen- 
gers were terrified. The report which reached 
Chicago at 4 o'clock’ this morning 
says they were soon overpowered 
by the robbers. The safe was 
next attacked, and it was but short work for 
the desperate villains to blow it open with 
dynamite and to bag the contents, and then 
they hastly made their escape into the dark- 
ness. 

The passengers wisely kept themselves out 
of danger. When the trainmen became es- 
sured that all danger was passed they 
crawled outand took an inventory of the 
damage. A consultation was held 
and with the conductor at the 
throttle and the wounded engineer in a coach 
they pulled into Kedallville, a distance of 
only a few miles. Here the story was told 
and spread like wild fire. After the engineer 
had received medical attendence, and a posse 
had been sent in search of the bandits orders 
were sent for another engineer and fireman, 

He Counts Twenty Men, 

Williard Hooley, who was stealing a ride on 
the front end of the baggage car, and who 
saw all without being seen said he counted in 
all twenty masked men, and that they com- 
pietely surrounded the train with drawn re- 
volvers. , 

Passengers on the train were panic-stricken, 
and after Kendallville had been reached told 
awful tales of their narrow escape from rob- 
bery and death. 

The place where the robbery occurred is a 


dark, lonely spot, far from any habitation . 


with the exception of a few houses a mile 
away at Kessler.

THE RELIGIOUS PARLIAMENT. 

Of all Mr. Bonney’s congresses that which 
was greeted yesterday morning by ten strokes 
upon the new Liberty Bell with its new com- 
mandment to love another, the strokes indi- 
eating the representatives of ten great relig- 
ions, is the most remarkable and the one 
whose results may be the farthest reaching. 
The opening session with its processional was 
a spectacle which never before has been seen 
in the world. Ten religions, including Chris- 
tianity, Judaism, Mahommedanism, Bud- 
dhism, Confucianism, Hindooism, Parseeism, 
and other of the world’s isms were repre- 
sented by prominent men. From the midst 
of this unique gathering a Roman Catholic 
Cardinal rose and asked a blessing on the 


proceedings, and Catholics and Protestants 
welcomed the visitors, the responses being 


made inthe same spirit. by the representa- 
tives ot eight other religions. In the evening 
they met in social good fellowship, and today 


they will begin the proceedings of the great 


religious parliament. 

The proceedings of this parliament will not 
include discussion or debate. 
no attempt to formulate a creed sufficiently 
elastic to include all of its members. Even 
if such a one could be formulated, it hardly 
could be made binding, for religious creeds al- 
ways will be regulated by locality and envi- 
ronment. The members of all religions are 
traveling to the same place, but they will get 
there by different routes. There can be no 
combine in’ religion. The outcome of the 
parliament, however, cannot fail to be a bet- 
ter acquaintance, a larger degree of tolera- 
tion and good fellowship, and an apprecia- 
tion of many of the unimportant differences 
in ereeds. Dr, Momerie of the English 
Church states the case well in an interview: 

This parliament may reveal that fundamentally 
all religions are the same. Christ, Gautama, 
Zoroaster, and Mohammed based their religions 
on the conduct of men. To each religion have 


been attached creeds and dogmas which the 
founders never anticipated. This conference 


may enable us to see more clearly the funda- 


mental truths. It will appeal, in the words of 
Dr. Barrows, to all those of every nation who 
believe.in divine order in human affairs. and who 
work and wait for the kingdom of God on 
earth.” On many great principles of life and 
conduct we are all agreed. The object of this 
parliament is to show bow unimportant are the 
differences. of créed and how. important are 
those things on which we are all agreed. The re- 
sult of rn wale — will be to emphasize what 
is fundamental and throw into the background 
those differences which are accidental and su- 
perficial. 

From this point of view the spectacle is a 
remarkable one, and it is not the least re- 
markable aspect of it that the parliament 
should have been held in Chicago, the young- 
est and most materialistic of cities. It is glad 
to welcome these representatives of century- 
old faiths meeting together for the first time 
in the history of the world, and greeting each 


other not with the odium theologicum,, but 


in the spirit of the commandment on the new 
Liberty Bell. For this great credit is due to 
Mr. Bonney, but particularly to Dr. Barrows, 
representative of a creed popularly supposed 
to. be the most conservative among all Prot- 
estant beliefs, who has been untiring in his 
efforts to bring together on one platform the 
representatives of the great religions of the 
world. It is one of the greatest achievements 
of the World's Fair period. As Dr; MePher- 
son says: ** Thispartiament will afford the best 
single opportunity in the history of man for 
the study of comparative religion. It will be 
the most novel and at the same time the most 
interesting exhibit that a World’s Exposition 


‘gould make, for it represents the grandest 
‘successes and the most pathetic failures in 
‘the highest plane of human endeavor. 


In its 
series of object lessons our possibly unjust 
prejudices may be corrected, and it may 


teach the humanity which we share with all 


religions.” 


SUNDAY AT LINCOLN PARK.

25 to 1 instead of the much vaunted 16 to 
1, and at present the ratio is down to 27 to 1. 


It shows that the average price of 89 cents 


for 1878 could not be sustained in epite of 


‘the operation of the Bland-Allison law of that 


year, under which the United States purchased 
two million dollars’ worth of silver each 
month till the quantity was enlarged by the 
passage of the Sherman law in 1890. In those 
twelve years of steady decline the number of 


ounces purchased monthly increased from 


1,740,000 to 2,150,000 ounces, and yet the 
decline continued, and this in spite of a large 
annual absorption of silver by India and 
China, and the fact that Europe was still in- 


creasing its use for subsidiary coinage to meet 
Not-. 


the wants of augmenting poyulations. 
withstanding all that the price continued to 
go down, and after a short spasm of apparent 


strength, due to speculation on the metal 


shortly before and after the passage of the 
Sherman act, it declined faster than ever 
while the United States was taking the tre- 
mendous amount of 4,500,000 ounces per 
month from the producers and paying for it 
certificates in gold by redemption. 

The figures in the table show more forcibly 
than any mere words could do that after the 
action of Germany in 1872- changing its 
money standard from silver to gold the so- 
called “ erime committed by Congress in 
1873 in dropping the silver dollar was a.great 
national blessing. Silver was then at par, and 


no one had any idea of the way in which that 


metal would decline in after years as a conse- 
quence of the German change to the gold 
standard and the vast increase in production 
due to cheapening processes for extracting 
and handling silver ore and lessened cost of 
transportation by making rail connections 
with the mines, That alleged erime,“ 
which seemed at the time to be of so little 
importance that the friends of silver mono- 
metallism now claim they took hardly any 
notice of it, most fortunately saved this coun- 
try from resumption in 1878 in silver, then 
worth but 89 cents on the dollar. It saved 
us from the slump to a monometallic silver 
basis, such as that from which India ifnow 
trying to recover, and to which Mexico and 
the States of Central and South America sank 
with no hope of rising except by such a 
process of reconstruction as is proposed for 
India. 

In 1876 the greenback value of the gold 
dollar averaged $1.12, and the next year 
about $1.06. The corresponding values of 
the gold dollar as measured in silver dollars 
at their bullion values were $1.13 and $1.09. 
During a portion of those two years the intrin- 
sic value of the silver dollar was about equal 
to the market value of the greenback, and but 
for the crime act of 1873 dropping it 
from the mint there would at that time have 
been an enormous pressure brought to bear 
in favor of redeeming the national debt with 
the cheaper silver. It might have been re- 
sisted successfully in 1877.78, but it is open 
to question if there would have been enough 
backbone at Washington to withstand the de- 
mand made by the greenback element amid 
the financial depression from which we were 
still suffering as a sequence to the panic of 
1873. 

The Congressmen who in 1873 were re- 
sponsible for the dropping of the standard 
silver dollar from the list of United States 
coins builded better than they knew. That 
coin was omitted for the reason that there 
was no demand for it, and had not been in the 
previous seventy years, not because of any 
fear that it would becom a menace of evil 
and an evil of itself in the n future, for no 
one could foresee it. 
agnostically disposed pérsons would object to 
the claim that the hand of Providence held us 
out of the cheap silver pit we did not see, but 
even they cannot deny that it was a wonder- 


ful thing we did not fall into the slough that 


has ingulfed other peoples who a few years 
later had not such an excuse’ as ourselves for 
seeking to take advantage of the cheapening 
of silver as a means of repudiating a portion 
of our national indebtedness while pretend - 
ing to pay it all. 

Had this country resumed with free silver 


coinage in 1878 the dollars would have been

SENATOR TELLER AND THE NEWSPA-

The senior Senator from Colorado made a 
speech Saturday which wat devoted chiefly to 
abusing the newspapers of the United States, 
or rather those printed between the Mis- 
souri and the Atlantic. They are altogether 
too unanimous for repeal to please him. They 
have dared to “lecture” him, the great Sena- 
tor from Colorado, to criticise his arguments, 
to point out their sophistry and falsehood, 
and to beg him not to make himself a nui- 
sance. To a person accustomed to the court- 
esies of the Senate and firm in the belief 
that a Senator is rather higher than an angel, 
this freedom of newspaper speech is very dis- 
tasteful and distressing. — 

The Senator from Colorado does not like it 


and has not sufficient self-control to avoid 


showing that it worries him. He spent an 
hour or more in explaining to his colleagues 


that he did not propose to be influenced in his 


course by these newspaper lectures and 
that they should not be, for the newspapers 
did not amount to anything anyhow, and no 
faith was to be put in their unanimous state- 
ment that the people demanded the repeal of 
the purchase and issue clauses of the Sher- 
man law. Said he: 


The day of great newspapers, edited by great 
editors, such as Horace Greeley and Henry J. 
Raymond, has passed away. The publication of 
a newspaper is conducted like the running of a 
great manufacturing establishment—it is run for 
money. 


If the last statement of the Senator is cor- 
rect, then he should transfer his abuse from 
the newspapers to the people who read and 
support those papers. If papers are printed 
only to make money, then they will not print 
anything which their subscribers do not want 
to read. They will endeavor for selfish rea- 
sons to reflect with the greatest accuracy the 
sentiment of the community in which they 
are printed. If the people are belligerent the 
newspapers will be for war. If the people are 
calm and quiet the papers will be pacific. 
If the people desire something the newspapers 
will be advocating it. 80 if. the.Senator’s 
view about newspaper publication is correct 
the mass of the inhabitants of the United 
States east of the Missouri, or over fifty-five 
millions of the entire population, are deeply 
in earnest in their demand for the repeal of 
the purchase clauses of the Sherman law.

Newspapers do reflect, though not for pure- 
ly mercenary reasons the views of their con- 
stituents. There are many subjects concern- 
ing which the latter have no definite opinions. 
In such cases editors have a free field. They 
can suggest or advise what they think best. 
There may be a hundred different opinions in 
as many papers about one topic, and the con- 
clusion to be drawn is that the people are in 
an undecided frame of mind. But when all 
newspapers, irrespective of party, are found 
advocating the same thing it is safe to infer 
that their readers are united and very much 
in earnest and that their press is merely 
echoing their views and wishes. 

When a great wave of feelmg sweeps over 
the country the editors of the big papers and 


the little ones find themselves arguing the 


same way. One may talk better or more 
pointedly than another, but they represent the 
same sentiment. That is the case now. The 
papers are united because the people are. If 
Horace Greeley were on earth and managing 
the New -York Tribune that paper would be 
no less solicitous for honest money than it. is 
now, but it would probably contain some 
comments on Senator Teller’s course marked 
by a freshness and energy which would make 
the Senator regret that Greeley was alive. 
What Senator Teller should have said was

ANIMAL FEED SCARCE: IN EUROPE. 
Mr. Monaghan, American Consul at Chem- 


‘nitz, reports under date of Aug. 3 that the 


scarcity of hay and fodder in Germany has 
taken the form of a national calamity. He 
says that forty-five local agricultural clubs or 
societies in Saxony report that from 10 to 
80 per cent.of all the live stock has been 
sold, because of the lack of material with 
which to feed the animals. So extensive was 
the slaughtering that beef was for some time 
offered at very low prices, and mutton was al- 
most unsalable. Now the ecales have turned 
in the other direction, and while there is less 
demand for fodder a meat famine is threat- 
ened. Consul Monaghan says: It ‘is be- 
cause of what must come that I deem ft my 
duty to apprise our people through the de 
partment of the disastrous effects of this 
year’s dry weather. Not only should there be 
a largely increased market with good, prices 
for our hay and grain, but the time is 
auspicious for getting a good hold once more 
on the European meat markets.” A few days 
earlier the American Consul at Ghent report- 
ed that there is likely to be a large import 
into Belgium this year of American bran, 
cae ete., heretofore imported | Dun the 


It is said that for the first half of this year 
the exports of straw from that country were 
three times as great as for the corresponding 
time in 1892, and the exports of hay much 
more than twice as large. It has been re- 
ported previously that the German Minister 
of War has ordered Indian corn mixed with 
oats to be fed to the army horses because of 
the scarcity of home feed, and it is well 
known that the drought in the United King- 
dom has been so severe as to cause a great 
scarcity of hay and other animal feed there. 
The drought has been terrible over a large 
part of Western Europe. 

The news hitherto has not been exceedingly 
definite in regard to the commercial effects of 
the drought in Europe. Some export orders 
for hay have been received here and filled, 
and undoubtedly the foreign demand for corn 
is much better on account of the drought than 
it would have been otherwise. But folks on 


the eastern side of the Atlantic dre slow to 


admit things that may be to their disadvan- 


tage. They do not like to send news that 


may cause them to pay much higher prices 
for what they have to buy. They have been 
very sparing of the truth this year. But the 
facts above noted indicate others of great im- 
portance. It is axiomatic that when grass 
does not grow the wheat crop is not apt to be 
a good one, and people who bear this in mind 
may think they have reason to suppose the 
whole has not been told in regard to European 
food requirements for man as well as for 
beast. 5 


THE OPENING OF THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 

Saturday next, the 16th inst., the Cherokee 
Strip will be thrown open to settlement. The 
strip contains about 5,000,000 acres, of 
which about 3,000,000 are good agricultural 
land, 1,000,000 adapted for grazing, and 
1,000,000, in the western end, good for noth- 


ing, that part being an alkali and cactus plain 


and absolutely destitute of water. Along the 
northern line of this strip, separating Kansas 
from the Indian Territory, are gathered thou- 
sands ‘upon thousands of speculators and 
homeseckers awaiting the signal to make the 
race into the strip, on foot, on horseback, on 
bicycles, and in wagons. It is likely that by 
the 16th inst. a round hundred thousand per- 
sons of every trade and every profession will 
be assembled ready to make the rush into the 
new domain—mostly to secure town lots. 
The strip has been divided into seven coun- 
ties, the various county seats being Pawnee, 
east of the Santa F& road, Perry and Kildare 


on the line of the Santa Fé, Pond Creek and 


Enid on the Rock Island, and Alva and Wood- 
ward on the Southern Kansas. The main 
rush will be towards the eastern end of the 
strip, of which a correspondent says: 

In the eastern half ofthe strip the soil is fer- 
tile, both on upland and lowland, and almost 
every settler will secure a fine farm. The rainfall 
is abundant, the whole country well watered by 
springs, creeks, and rivers, and the climate, as 
throughout the entire Indian Territory, is delight- 
ful. The summers are hot, but a constant wind 
blows, and the nights are always cool and the 
winters are so mild that stock needs no shelter 
and farmers can plow every month in the year. 

The same correspondent says that every one 
of the towns mentioned above will contain be- 
tween 3,000 and 5,000 people on the night of 
opening day and other towas will be started 
at various points, This statement accurately 


characterizes the prevailing motive in the 


rush. These thousands of people next Satur- 
day will stream across the border, not for 
farms, but for town lots. All this preparation 
has been made, not to secure farms for culti- 
vation, but to get corner lotsin towns, and 
these not for improvement but to sell out 
again to some one else and make a profit on 
the transaction. Thus human nature and the 
greed for money are the same everywhere. 
On this far off frontier a minority of the peo- 
ple are waiting for the chance to makea home 


and secure a farm, but the thoughts of the 


vast majority are running to the towns rather 
than to the country and to speculation in town 
lots rather than to the sober, permanent in- 
dustry of the land. They have no idea 
of taking up lands which will ac- 
quire value only after years of devel- | 
opment and cultivation. They want to 
grab something which they can sell at an im- 
mediate profit. It is speculation, nor cultiva- 


| tion, which is urging them on and which makes 


them satisfied to endure all sorts of tempo- 
rary musery and discomfort, provided only 
that when the day comes they can secure 


something which will be marketable at a 


profit, Of this land, as we have said, it is 
only the eastern half which is tillable, but it 
is not even the good cultivating or grazing 
lands that they want. It is the town lots they 
are after, and Saturday will be the boomers’ 
day. Unquestionably they will make money 
on their grabs, and those who are the fleetest 
will make the most. How those will fare, 
however, who buy from them remains to be 
seen. That isa problem not easy to solve. 
The few who get a home and a farm and pro- 
ceed to develop their landsin the end prob- 
ably will come out better than those in the 
towns who are buying with speculation in 
view.

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Prices of Wheat Firmer—Russia to Make a 
Heavy Purchase of Rye, 

Lonpon, Sept. 11.—The Mark Lane Te- 
press says today in its weekly review of the 
British grain market: : 

There has been a better inquiry for English 
wheat during the last week and prices have been 
firmer. There has been an average rise of a shil- 
ling in both provincial and London markets. 
Foreign wheats have fluctuated, but the latest 
tendency is towards greater firmness. Cali- 
fornia wheat is in fair demand at 23 shillings 
offered. Russia and Indian wheats have ad- 
vanced 8 pence per quarter, and corn 6 pence 
per quarter in London and 2 pence per cental in 
Liverpool. Barley and oats area shade dearer. 
The Russian Government has decided to 
buy 24,500,000 quarters of rye. This course was 
suggested partly by the present cheapness—17 
shillings per quarter—at St. Petersburg, but the 
purchase is regarded also as a menace to the 
European peace in the coming year. Ger- 
many admits of a deficit of 4,126,000 
quarters of rye, and an increase of German pur- 
chases of wheat in the English market is expect- 
ed. Today there was a good inquiry for English 
wheats, which were held for a shilling ad- 
vance. Foreign wheats were held for 
sixpence’ advance. Corn was bought at 
8 pence advance. Grinding barley was 6 pence 
dearer, oats 3 pence dearer. Flour was held for 
6 pence advance until about the close, when a 
good business was done at last week’s price.

[Marie Francois Joseph de Miribel was born at 
Montbonnot, in the Department of the Isere, in 
1831. After graduating at the Paris Polytechnic 
school and the School of Artillery, then located 
at Metz, he was in 1855 appointed Lieutenant of 
artillery and sent to the Crimea, where he saw 
his first active service in the siege of Sebastopol. 
At the close of the campaign-he was transferred 
to the regiment of horse artillery of the Imperial 
Guard, with which he took part in the.

HUNDREDS OF MEN SUFFER DISAP- 


N 


POINTMENT.

Tollers Gather at the Office ef the Relief 
Bureau, but Only to Be Told That 
None Would Just Then Be Em ployed= 
Six Hundred to ne Made Happy Today 
—Eagerness of the Unfortunates to Se- 
cure Work- old Men Crushed in the 
Fierce Struggle. 

Three thousand work .seekers gathered at the 
office of the Relief Bureau at the foot of Ran- 
dolph street yesterday morning at 6 :30 o’clock. 
The announcement had been made that 2,000 
men would be put to work at 61 a day repair- 
ing and cleaning the streets. No men were 
put to work yesterday, but 600 men will be 
assigned to Superintendent of Streets Mc- 
Carthy today and about one-half that number 
will be assigned to Mr. Welles of the Street 
Cleaning Department. 

The subcommittee of the Relief Bureau 
was not able to get the men registered and 
classified in time to put them to work yester- 
day. They expect to increase the number 
given employment each day and thereby ex- 
tend relief to at least 8,000 persons this week. 
It was precious time lost, for many of the ap- 
plicants were hungry men, as their gaunt 
faces and tremblimg limbs indicated. 

At 6 o’clock there were 1,000 men crowded 
into the pen where s@treet-cleaning carts are 
kept. They were nearly all Italians, some 
of whom carried shovels or picks. They came 


froin South Clark street and Pacific avenue, 


and many of them came from the West Side. 
Patiently They Wait. 

At 7 o’clock fully 8,000 men were jammed 
in the pen before the big door that admitted 
to the registering office. They waited patient- 
ly for the door to Gpen, but it was 9 o’clock 
before any one of the clerks arrived.

Oma, Sept. 8.—[Editorial Correspond- 

ence Wheeling .J—It begins to 

Sook on if Guns waeka be twenty million paid 

admissions to the Fair by the time it closes 

on the 3lst of October. Just half that num- 

ber passed through the turnstiles from May 1 

to Sept. 1, but the experience at Philadelphia 

in 1876 warrants the expectation that the last 
two months will fully. equal the first four. 

Thus far in September this experience of 

1876 is borne out. The people are coming in 

increased and increasing numbers. It is no 

longer a novelty to record 150, 00 paid ad- 
missions per day. Takimg Sundays and all 
other off days into the account (such as rainy 
days) and we will probably see this month an 

anverage daily attendance of 150,000. 

It has been so long since we had a rainy 
day (over two months) that nobody reckons 
any longer on a drawback from the weather. 
The weather bureau has really been, as it 
were, under the control of the Fair since it 
opened, and it has done its part well. If the 
bank panic had been under the same control 
we would be seeing the original estimate of 
thirty-five million paid admissions under way 
to fulfillment: This has been the malign in- 
fluence, the monetary situation. 

The Sunday Question. 

Of course we have had the Sunday bete 
noire also, but that has simmered down, al- 
though the boycott on that account is not 
lifted. I have lately heard of people at 
Wheeling who will not come on that account. 
Such people should no longer tax the Fair 
with Sunday opening. The pocket argument 
long ago converted the management to 
the Sabbatarian view. They soon saw 
the financial error of ‘their way and sought 
diligently and almost with tedrs to amend it, 
but a perverse citizen here, backed by a pe- 
culiar Judge, would not let them be good 
Sabbatarians but compelled them to open 
their gates and do business Sundays. The 
management are victims, like Mrs. Shelley’s 
character of Frankenstein, of the work of 
their own hands and are unable to lay the 
monster they invoked into life. But still 
there is alWays an end to indirect responsibil- 
ity somewhere. Even Adam se ve were 
long ago acquitted of responsibility _ all 
the sins of the children of men. This - being 
the case there should be a let up now on the 
part of the Sabbatarian boycotters of the Fair.

old orthodox quotation and not continue to 
maintain a vengeful frame of mind.
